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1) ...Jesus looked like during the crucifixion. Isaiah 52:14 As many were 
astonied at thee; his visage was so marred more than any man, and his 
form more than the sons of men: But here, Jesus is not on the cross. He is the 
resurrected victorious Christ. Here he is one that is "all together lovely." So, 
what did John see that had such a profound effect on him. We are 
fortunate that there is a description of what he saw in verses 12-16. 

2) ...described very similarly. Aaron's robe and girdle were "for glory and 
beauty," It is interesting to note that at the beginning of the book of 
Revelation, the reader is embarking on a journey who's ultimate destination 
is the judgment of all. One author writes that the girdle indicates "All His 
emotions are rigidly restrained. He will judge impartially. 

3) Hebrews 4:12 For the word of God is quick, and powerful, and sharper 
than any twoedged sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul 
and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart. 

4) ...judgement, when all the nations shall gather to destroy Israel, One 
word from this sharp sword of the KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS will 
lay in waste all nations that come against Him. 

5) His judgment is coming. His voice that has beckoned so long with the low 
whisper of Come unto me all ye that are heavy laden and I'll give you rest, 
now are a roar that silences excuses and blasphemy. The jokes of the 
scoffer and the ridicule of the atheist are drowned in his words! Lastly in Vs 
16. The brightness of his glory pierces the eyes of John, am the light of the 
world" says Jesus. What glory! What power! As none eye has ever seen! I Am 
HE!!!!!!! 

6) But what a picture of Salvation we see in 1 7. There is John "as dead" and 
Jesus reaches and touches him to make him alive. Oh how well do I 
remember being dead in trespasses and in sins and he touched me Oh he 
touched me and oh the joy ... Then Jesus words, Fear not. What scenes 
must have flashed through the mind of John beginning with the phrase, "I 
know that voice." On a stormy see, to a group of anxious disciples, in an 
upper room. 

7) Isaiah 44:6 Thus saith the LORD the King of Israel, and his redeemer the 
LORD of hosts; I am the first, and I am the last; and beside me there is no 
God. 


Colossians 1:16-17 For by him were all things created, that are in heaven, 
and that are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they be thrones, or 
dominions, or principalities, or powers: all things were created by him, and 
for him: And he is before all things, and by him all things consist. 
John 10:18 No man taketh [my life] from me, but I lay it down of myself. I 
have power to lay it down, and I have power to take it again.... 
Hebrews 2:9 ...that he by the grace of God should taste death for every 
man. 

1 Peter 3:18 For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God, 

1 Corinthians 15:17 And if Christ be not raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in 
your sins. 

I imagine in my minds eye that many people had signed hotel register 
death. They had signed in there. Man, death had seen all kinds come in 
there. And the Lord Jesus signed in one day. I can see as death throwed 
that register around there, and the Lord took that black pen of death. And 
old death look at him and said "you troubled us. You've raised Jaris' 
daughter and the widow of Names son. You raised up Lazarus, but we'll get 
them all back. But aww we've been a waitin' on you. Go ahead and sign in 
sir. And He takes that black Pen of death and he signs three letters, one and 
a half words. And he signed "I Am." And death goes to shaking. Deaths 
knees go to knockin' and death says "I've seen names like Abraham and 
Isaac and Jacob, but what kind of name is this I Am. And the Lord said " I 
am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live" again. And He checked in. Three days and three 
nights later. 71 hours, 59 min, 59 seconds. Praise God there's a rustling in 
them grave clothes, and He got up, He got up He got up! And he ever lives, 
he ever lives to make intercession for us.
